TO  THE  STAFFORD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Third 
Annual  Report,  which  contains  a  few  further  statistics  of 
interest. 

There  are  52,103  acres  contained  in  the  Rural  District, 
giving  about  five  acres  per  head. 

The  population  census  for  1891  was  10,320;  census 
1881  was  10,642  ;  being  a  nett  annual  decrease  of  33’2.  I 
estimated  the  population  to  the  middle  of  1893  at  10,420, 
there  having  been  a  large  increase  of  births  over  deaths. 
In  this  Report  I  have  estimated  the  population  to  the  middle 
of  1894  at  10,520.  The  births  exceed  the  deaths  by  171. 

At  the  end  of  this  Report  I  have  tabulated  the  parishes 
included  in  this  district,  showing  the  population  in  each 
parish.  I  have  still  further  increased  the  number  of  columns, 
comparing  1894  with  1893  in  the  separate  parishes,  showing 
the  number  of  births  and  deaths  in  each. 

During  the  year  1894  there  has  been  286  births 
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registered  in  this  district,  consisting  of  156  males  and  130 
females,  as  against  283  (146  males  and  137  females)  in 
the  previous  year,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  27' 1  per  1,000,  being 
the  same  rate  as  1893.

There  have  been  115  deaths  registered  in  the  district, 
consisting  of  62  males  and  53  females  this  year,  against  145 
last  year,  giving  a  total  death-rate  of  10*9  per  1,000 
including  deaths  occurring  within  the  district  and  not 
belonging  thereto,  and  11*7  per  1,000  deaths  occurring  out¬ 
side  but  belonging  thereto,  and  a  nett  death-rate  of  10*45 
per  1,000,  comparing  as  follows  : —

Calculating  the  average  age  at  death  of  those  registered 
in  the  Stafford  District,  comprising  the  parishes  of  Berks- 
wich,  Bradley,  Brocton,  Castlechurch,  Cresswell,  Ellenhall, 
Haughton,  Hopton  and  Coton,  Marston,  Ronton,  Salt  and 
Enson,  Seighford,  Tillington,  Whitgreave,  Worston,  and 
Yarlet,  with  a  population  of  6,478,  census  1891,  and 
excluding  ages  under  one  year  gives  an  average  of  49T, 
but  including  those  under  one  year  43'5. 

In  Colwich  District,  comprising  the  parishes  of  Chartley 
Holme,  Colwich,  Eradswell,  Gay  ton,  Ingestre,  Stowe,  Tixall, 
and  Weston,  with  a  population  of  3,842,  excluding  those 
under  one  year  gives  an  average  of  55‘6,  but  including 
those  under  one  year  43'5,  being  the  same  in  both  districts 
in  the  latter  average. 

The  difference  in  the  two  districts  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  former  being  partly  agricultural  and  partly  manu¬ 
facturing  ;  in  the  latter  entirely  agricultural.  The  high 
death-rate  amongst  children  of  a  tender  age  in  the  Rural 
District  may  be  conjectured  by  not  having  a  medical  man 
so  near  as  in  Urban  Districts, 
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Scarlet  Fever. 


There  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  deaths  during  the  past  three  years,  which  speaks  well  for 
the  health  of  the  district. 

There  are  no  deaths  from  zymotic  disease,  but  I  have  to 
report  two  deaths  from  puerperal  condition. 

Pneumonia,  bronchitis,  and  pleurisy  have  increased  from 
15  cases  last  year  to  18  cases  this  year;  15  deaths  over  five 
years  and  three  under  five  years. 

Deaths  occurring  from  heart  disease  are  as  follows  : — 
1894,  13;  1893,  23;  1892,  30. 

There  havebeenno  deaths  from  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever 
in  the  district  this  year  against  three  and  one  respectively 
during  1893.

Three  cases  of  diphtheria  from  the  following  parishes  :

Diphtheria. 
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These  cases  were  of  a  very  mild  type,  thereby  resulting 
in  no  deaths  as  compared  with  last  year,  when  three  cases 
were  reported,  death  taking  place  in  each  case. 

Only  two  cases  of  this  disease  (2  males)  have  been  Typ1101*3-  Fever, 
notified,  one  in  Castlechurch  and  one  in  Tillington  parishes. 

Hospital. 

Eighteen  cases  have  been  admitted  into  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  for  treatment  during  the  year  from  14 
houses  (10  males,  8  females).  There  were  nine  houses  with 
31  children,  and  one  case  occurred  in  each  house,  thus 
speaking  well  for  isolation. 

In  the  other  five  houses  two  and  three  cases  occurring, 
being  attacked  at  the  same  time.  In  one  case  I  thought  it 
wise  for  the  sister  to  be  admitted  to  the  hospital  who  had 
been  nursing  the  patient  suffering  from  the  disease,  and 
within  48  hours  she  developed  scarlet  fever. 

Sanitary  Work. 

Many  foul  accumulations  have  been  removed  by  the 
Inspector,  and  the  following  sanitary  improvements  have 
been  carried  out : —

In  each  case  the  Stafford  Corporation  water-supply  has 
been  laid  in  Berkswich  and  Tillington  parishes,  also  to  1 5 
houses  in  the  latter  parish. 

In  the  case  of  new  houses,  I  have  granted  eight  certifi¬ 
cates  of  water  being  satisfactory. 

The  Inspector  has  visited  107  registered  cow-sheds  and 
dairies.  He  has  paid  32  visits  to  canals  and  inspected  109 
canal  boats. 

Rivers  Pollution  Act. 

At  several  places  works  have  been  carried  out  to  abate 
the  pollution  of  rivers  and  canals,  by  providing  new  drains 
and  other  means  of  disposal  of  sewage. 

A  new  system  of  drainage  has  been  laid  down  which  has 
no  connection  with  the  canal. 

The  sewage  drain  has  been  disconnected  from  the  drain 
which  runs  into  the  canal,  and  the  sewage  is  being  collected 
and  carted  on  to  the  land. 

The  sewage  has  been  disconnected  from  the  drain  lead¬ 
ing  into  the  canal  and  disposed  of  on  the  land. 

A  new  system  of  drainage  is  being  carried  out  at  this 
Institution,  and  as  soon  as  the  Stafford  sewerage  is  comple¬ 
ted  the  sewage  will  pass  into  the  main  drains  of  the  Stafford 
Corporation. 

Numerous  other  orders  were  deferred  until  the  present 
time,  and  the  District  Council  is  now  taking  in  hand  the 
pollution  of  rivers,  canals,  and  streams  in  Colwich  and 
Great  Haywood  and  numerous  other  places  in  the  Rural 
District. 
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There  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance  I  deem 
worthy  of  consideration  in  this  Report  with  regard  to  lights 
on  vehicles.  I  would  call  the  attention  of  Parliament  to 
enact  a  law  compelling  every  wheeled  conveyance  having 
one,  two,  or  more  wheels,  propelled  either  by  man  or  beast 
to  carry  a  light  or  lights,  one  hour  after  sunset,  in  front  or  a 
conspicuous  part  of  the  conveyance,  in  order  that  they 
shall  see  or  be  seen  when  approaching  other  vehicles.  I 
would  make  it  so  compulsory  and  comprehensive  that  no 
one  should  escape  a  very  heavy  penalty.  In  fact,  I  would 
suggest  that  even  a  wheelbarrow  shall  carry  a  light. 

These  remarks  may  seem  beyond  my  province,  but 
having  seen  so  many  accidents  as  well  as  hearing  of  them 
from  time  to  time  prompts  me  to  bring  this  prominently 
before  you.  The  County  Council  cannot  deal  with  this 
unless  the  Council  in  every  County  do  it  at  the  same  time, 
because  it  would  be  most  difficult  for  travellers  by  road  to 
know  where  the  different  boundary  lines  begin  or  leave  off. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  those  gentlemen  who  have 
so  kindly  helped  with  information  to  complete  this  Report.
